'Pay Or Stay' 


Municipal Judge Sterling Lamb 
is starting a “pay or stay” plan 
for traffic violators convicted in 
his court. 
The plan will go into effect 
Friday. Except for “extreme cir­ 
cumstances” , a motorist w i l l 
have to pay the complete fine 
and costs or go directly to jail. 
“This is mainly aimed at drunk­ 
en drivers,” Judge Lamb stated. 
“We tried to give some of these 
men a break in paying their fines, 
but it did not work out. So now 
it’s pay or stay.” 
(A yearly report on city court fi­ 
nances, issued early in 1955, dis­ 
closed that more than $3,000 w»as 
ow'ed in fines and costs. That was 
the first year of operation for the 
court.) 
ON THE SUBJECT of drunken 
drivers, Judge Lamb said the rea­ 
son he did not make these 
men 
serve their three days consecu­ 
tively was that it might “ cause a 
hardship on a family.” 
He cited one recent case of a 
drunken driver who had eight chil­ 
dren.

8IX MILLION dollars every day

for mental illness, according to the 
National Mental Health committee. 
The committee also says that some 
nine million Americans are victims 
of the disease and that more than 
half our hospital beds are occupied 
by these patients. 
However, a new drug, developed 
in France and recently tested all 
over the United States “now ap­ 
pears to be a major break-through 
in the battle against mental di­ 
sease and may well represent the 
start of a new era in the treatm ent 
of severe mental disorders.” 
At one state hospital the new 
drug, called thorazine, was given 
to 318 mental cases suffering schiz­ 
ophrenia, or “split personality.” 
Eve* among those who had been 
ill as long as ten years, over 60 
per cent showed marked improve­ 
ment. 
The medical report says they 
were quieter; slept, ate and spoke 
better; were easier to treat and 
care for, and were less troubled by 
hallucinations. Relatives described 
the patients as “better than they 
had been for years.” The physician 
in charge reported that of the 318 
test cases, only five failed to im­ 
prove!

DR. N. W. WINKELMAN, JR., 
who used thorazine on 142 mental 
cases, told the American Medical 
association that the drug is “es­ 
pecially remarkable.” He reported 
that “it can change the hostile, 
agitated, 
senile 
patient 
into a 
quiet, easily managed one.” 
A particularly striking case was 
that of a 47-year-old woman suf­ 
fering a manic psychosis and de­ 
pression. She tore off her clothes, 
was incoherent and paced around 
moat of the night Over a five- 
month period, this patient had re­ 
ceived 48 electroshock treatments, 
but always relapsed in a few days. 
Then thorazine was prescribed. 
This is the medical report: “In one 
week, she had become quieter, co­ 
operative, rational in speech. 
Her 
improvement continued and she 
was discharged from the hospital 
just a month after being placed on 
the drug.” 


The mentally ill feel Isola! 


A chemical compound of hydro­ 
gen, carbon, nitrogen and chlorine, 
thorazine quiets the brain and ner­ 
vous system. And because it com­ 
bats confusion and anxiety, it’s a 
boon not just in mental illness, but

AN EXAMPLE: a Massachu­ 
setts hospital admitted a man who 
had suffered a severe skin disease 
for 24 years. Under treatment “by 
many dermatologists,” he had “suf­ 
fered removal of all his teeth, his 
tonsils, gall bladder and appendix,” 
and a prescribed trip to the South­ 
west merely “made his condition 
worse.”

The drug also does wanders in 
combating nausea due to intestinal 
upset, pregnancy, cancer and radi­ 
ation sickness.

These Days 


It is difficult to appraise the work of 
Herbert Hoover in relation to the Commis­ 
sion on Organization of the 
Executive 
Branch of the Government. At his great 
age, he not only organized this body, di­ 
rected its work, designed its purpose, as­ 
similated all the millions of words of the 
various task forces, edited the reports, 
tried to reconcile differences, but sat at 
endless meetings most of which occurred 
on Saturdays, killing any rest over t h e 
weekend. 
It is not surprising therefore that the 
Commission unanimously passed this reso­ 
lution without regard to partisanship: 
‘We, the members of the Commission on 
Organization of the Executive Branch of 
the Government, hereby express to our dis- 
| tinguished chairman, Honorable Herbert 
Hoover, our very great appreciation for his 
able, fair, and patient leadership in the con- 
duct of the work of this Commission and 
for the particularly outstanding contribu­ 
tion made by him to the successful comple­ 
tion of the complex tasks assigned to us by 
the Congress. 
“We fully recognize the immense store 
of knowledge and experience which he pos­ 
sesses and which he utilized in his capacity 
as chairman. We know and appreciate the 
fact that his accomplishments in analyzing 
data and drafting reports were greater 
than those of any other one person. 
“We will always cherish the privilege 
and pleasure we have had of working with 
him as members of the Commission.” 
The Commission consisted of Herbert 
Hoover, Senator Styles Bridges, Represen­ 
tative Chet Holifield, Representative Clar­ 
ence J. Brown, Solomon C. Hollister, Attor­ 
ney General Herbert Brownell, Jr., Joseph 
P. Kennedy, Jam es A. Farley, Senator 
John L. McClellan, Arthur S. Flemming, 
Director, Office of Defense Mobilization, 
Sidney A. Mitchell, Robert G. Storey of the 
American Bar Association. 
Jam es A. Farley, in presenting the Res­ 
olution, said in his address: 
“He was patient, and considerate at all 
times, of all the members of the Commis­ 
sion, fully respecting their views and their 
ights to their individual opinions on a l l 
recommendations that came before the 
Commission. At no time did politics enter 
into the deliberations of the Commission. 
Where we differed, they were honest dif­ 
ferences of opinion, and Mr. Hoover rec­ 
ognized the right of each member to give 
free expression of his views.” 
Herbert Hoover has given 41 years of his 
life to the service of his country without 
compensation. He has served in accord­ 
ance with his conscience, without compro­ 
mising his sense of ethics. He might have 
been a more successful President were he 
a more compromising politician. He never 
felt that it was possible for him to view of­ 
fice as a reward for service or as a recom­ 
pense for political activity. He worked un­ 
der Presidents Woodrow Wilson, Warren 
G. Harding, Calvin Coolidge, Harry Tru­ 
man and Dwight D. Eisenhower. He was 
utterly ignored by President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 
Few men can work so hard as is natural 
with Herbert Hoover. He generally is up at 
7:30 a. rn. and works until ll p. rn. Break­ 
fast and dinner are usually conference pe­ 
riods. 
Before he undertook the work of the 
Hoover Commission, he devoted himself to 
a series of books, the most important of 
which, he says, will only be published after 
his death. His methods of work, whether 
it is writing a speech or a book, are most 
interesting. His first draft is written in 
long-hand, by pencil, on legal-size yellow 
paper. This is typed, revised, and got ready 
for the printer, who sets it up in newspaper 
columns.

But 
when you are ill, you can buy 
medicine th a t will aid and even 
cure you. Yet a great many of 
you complain about the prices 
you have to pay for some of those 
life-saving drugs I 
Maybe you have to pay $15 or 
even $20 for a dozen or so pre­ 
scribed capsules. You’re probably 
firmly convinced you’re being 
“taken” by your doctor, pharm a­ 
cist, or some pharm aceutical firm 
simply because you’re “over a 
barrel.” But are you? 
Didn't Exist 
Chances are th a t Just a few 
years ago even a millionaire 
couldn’t have bought th a t an ti­ 
biotic th at will help save your 
life or the life of one of your 
family. In his novel and Inform a­ 
tive booklet, “I Hate To Buy 
Drugs, B u t. . . ”, Donald G. Cooley 
points out th at 90 per cent of the 
1,160,000 prescriptions filled every 
day couldn’t have been filled ten 
years ago. The drugs didn’t exist 
then. 
Antibiotics for treating a lobar 
pneumonia patient cost from $15 
to $30. His chances of surviving 
are 25 to I In his favor. Moreover, 
he’ll probably be back to work 
within two weeks. 
Long Siege 
Back in 1927, the average case 
of lobar pneum onia cost $1,000 
and included the loss of at least 
five to six weeks’ work. And the 


chances of surviving were only 
3 to I. Still think you’re paying a 
lot for drugs?

in 1940, M argaret McDonald, Ohio 
State University extension agricul­ 
tural economist estimated. Part of 
this change is due to higher prices. 
However, there is still a 70 per­ 
cent increase when the investment 
is figured on 1940 prices. 
Explaining the change, Miss Mc­ 
Donald said average equipment in­ 
vestment per worker went from 
$200 in 1940 to $1,900 today. Farm 
real estate increased from $2,500 
to $9,(WO per worker. 
Supplies and other production 
items bring the total to a’i»ut 
$14,000 per worker for U. S. 
farms. On the average full-time 
farm 
in Ohio investment per 
worker 
is 
$20,000 
to 
$25,000. 
These figures represent only the 
investment in production items. 
Increased investment per work­ 
er points to a need for greater ef­ 
ficiency per worker, the special­ 
ist said. 
Mechanization 
has de­ 
creased the number 
of workers 
while productivity per man hour 
has increased 78 percent. As farm ­ 
ers increase investment they must 
increase returns 
more than the 
increased cost if they want to con­ 
tinue operating at a profit. 
Maximum 
efficiency 
requires

equal in the insect world. E a c h 
year at this tim e flies becom e a 
particular nuisance around 
dairy 
barns and farm buildings. It seem s 
that the fly, after a num ber 
of 
years, develops im m unity to some 
of the sprays and it becom es nec­ 
essary to develop new sprays peri­ 
odically. Strains of flies are known 
to be im m une to D D T and 
in 
some cases lindane. 
M alathion is, at present, 
the 
best insecticide available for use 
in dairy barns. A solution con­ 
taining 2 gallons of 50 per cent 
Malathion 
concentrate 
and 
20 
pounds of granulated 
sugar in 
IOO gallons of w ater as a tre a t­ 


m ent will Remain effective for 
about three weeks. Malathion is 
relatively safe to use being less 
toxic to w arm blooded anim als 
than D D T . However, anim als 
should be rem oved before spray­ 
ing and all food should be cov- 
ered. 
Several very good com m ercially 
prepared dry fly baits 
are 
also 
available in the stores. The baits 
contain a attractian t and a con­ 
centration of 
an insecticide. 
In­ 
structions on the container should 
be followed very religiously when 
using fly baits.

WASHINGTON UV-The first in­ 
tensive study since the constitu­ 
tional convention of 1787 on rela­ 
tions between the federal govern­ 
ment and the states has just been 
co m p leted . 
The job was done by a 25-in an 
group set up under the direction 
of President Eisenhower and called 
the Commission on Intergovern­ 
mental 
Relations. 
Appointed 
in 
1953, it has just reported to Eisen­ 
hower. % 
The reason for its creation had 
its roots in a problem which has 
plagued this country from the be­ 
ginning: how to keep a proper divi­ 
s i o n of powers between the federal 
government and the states. 
The problem has 
become 
in­ 
creasingly acute since depression 
days and the advent of the New’ 
Deal, which widened federal con­ 
trol over the citizens while at the 
same time giving them new bene­ 
fits and protections. 
Some, but not all, of what the 
federal government has done might 
-.have been done by the states if 
^•ahey had either the willingness or 
the financial resources. 
So the special commission tried 
to examine this whole picture and 
make recommendations on what 
the states should do and w’hat the 
federal government should do so , 
that the latter would not eventu­ 
ally become all-powerful and dom­ 
inant. 
The commission made some spe­ 
c if ic recommendations. For exam ­ 
ple: education is the states’ job 
and there should not be any gen­ 
eral federal aid to education; the 
federal government should be in 
full control of civil defense. 
In short, »the commission sug­ 
gested 
less 
government 
f r o m 
Washington, more government by 
states and local communities. But 
at this point the report was at its 
weakest 
since 
the 
commission 
^could only suggest ideas and can’t 
^enforce them. 
It recommended states and local 
communities do more for them ­ 
selves and rely less on the fed­ 
eral government. How can it be 
done? That’s up to the states to 
do for themselves. 
Since what the government does 
for the people as a whole costj 
money, there is the endless temp­ 
tation in the states, which don’t 
^w ant to spend money if they can 
help it, to let the federal govern­ 
ment do the job. Each time that 
happens more power is central­ 
ized in Washington.

HOLLYWOOD ufv-The star tal­ 
ent situation has reached the criti­ 
cal stage in Hollywood. 
Does that sound drastic? Not if 
you talk to some producers and 
theater men.

IT WAS NOT long before many- 
self-styled artists from the E a s t 
came into this 
region, traveling 
from

These itinerants would show- up rn 
a community and stay for a long 
time, doing all sorts of jobs call­ 
ing for some skill with brush and 
paint. 
They usually boarded with some­ 
one badly in need of painted w-alls 
or portraits of the family—trading 
their artistry for a living. In many 
of the older hon.es can still 
be 
found some o* these wall decora­ 
tions, usually stenciling. In many 
an attic have been found some of 
the m asterpieces of these itinerant 
“ lim ners” . 
Seldom was one found that bore 
the name of the painter, but even 
so, these are collectors’ items to­ 
day and usually bring high prices. 
Some few of these traveling artists 
attained fam e—perhaps the best­ 
known being Willard, who painted 
the

known as “ Yankee Doodle ”. This 
is said to be one of our country’s 
best known pictures.

They all said 
that this type of vigilance may 
have been responsible for t h e 
county’s good showing over the 
otherwise disastrous Memorial 
Day weekend. 
Pickaway County’s d e a t h toll 
now stands at IO. Last year, the 
10th traffic fatality did not occur 


Ohio Weekly 
Crop Report 


Weather conditions last week 
were generally favoraele for field 
work in most areas of the state. 
Major farm activities consisted of 
harvesting hay and grass silage, 
cultivating c o r n and soybeans, 
spraying corn for weeds, and com­ 
bining barley. 
Some fields of wheat and bar­ 
ley are lodged and may cause 
difficulty in combining. Oats are 
developing rapidly and are all 
headed in most areas of the 
state. Harvest of earliest fields 
of wheat is expected a b o u t 
July I. 
Com and soybeans are growing 
rather slowly because of the cool 
cloudy weather received the past 
few weeks. Corn averages about 14 
inches high over the entire state 
as compared to 16 inches at the 
same time last year. 
Corn 
stands 
are 
somewhat 
poorer than last year, w h i l e 
stands of soybeans are about av­ 
erage. A large number of soy­ 
bean fields in a few counties in 
northwestern Ohio are yellow in 
color, and it is believed that a 
deficiency of manganese is caus­ 
ing the discoloration. A manga­ 
nese spray is being applied to 
counteract this difficulty. 
The cherry harvest was in full 
swing tile past week. Production of 
sour cherries in Ohio is expected 
to be slightly higher than in either 
of the past two years whereas the 
production of sweet cherries is ex­ 
pected to be somewhat lower. 
The apple crop is expected to 
be a little larger than last year 
in spite of the frost damage in 
southern Ohio during the f i r s t 
half of May. The Ohio peach out­ 
look is for a slightly smaller 
crop than last year. 
On the* average the June 18-24 
period was warmer and d r y e r 
than normal. Near 90 degree heat 
was common on June 18 and the 
entire period, Saturday through 
Wednesday, continued above nor­ 
mal. Cool air arrived on Thurs­ 
day, however, pushing tempera­ 
tures well below normal.

LOCAL LAW enforcement offi­ 
cials, in connection with the Pick­ 
away County Traffic Safety Com­ 
mittee, have been waging an all- 
out ‘war” on traffic fatalities in 
this area. They were reportedly en­ 
couraged by the Memorial Day re­ 
sults here. 
State Highway Patrol Superin­ 
tendent Colonel George M i n g l e 
warned careless drivers that ‘‘we 
are as determined to save the lives 
of innocent persons as you are to 


kill with reckless driving.” 
‘‘Those who disregard s a n e 
driving practices over the July 4 
weekend have a better than even 
chance of being arrested,” Colo­ 
nel Mingle said. “ After a Me­ 
morial Day Holiday that saw 28 
persons die in Ohio traffic there 
is little room for leniency in our 
program. All violators will be 
dealt with firmly but fairly. 
“Obviously there are many mo­ 
torists who will never accept their 
responsibility. Ifs this group our 
officers will be looking for every 
day as well as over the coming 
weekend. If it is possible to ‘make’ 
good motorists of the 
careless 
drivers through arrests and warn­ 
ings, there will be a lot of them 
after the holiday weekend.” 
The Colonel said that “this is not 
a ‘get tough’ policy but simply a 
warning and an attempt to save in­ 
nocent persons from death on the 


highways.” He pointed out t h a t 
last year 24 persons died over the 
July 4 holidays, and many of these 
were innocent victims. 
* * • 
“WE HAVE STUDIED the ter­ 
rible record set by careless motor­ 
ists over last Memorial Day and 
hope to be prepared to cope with 
these reckless driven* over J u l y 
4,” Colonel Mingle said. “As in the 
past speed was the greatest con­ 
tributing factor to fatal accidents. 
“Although our officers will con­ 
centrate on the speed problem, they 
will be alert for any type of vio­ 
lation no matter how small. Our 
studies show the locations of t h e 
most critical areas and our efforts 
will be concentrated in t h e s e 
spots.” 
Not only will the Patrol be at 
top strength during the long July 
4th holiday, but every piece of 
equipment will be utilized. M o r e 
than 400 Patrol cars, radar detec­ 
tors, two airplanes and five trail­ 
ers equipped with communications 
and loud-speakers will be in opera­ 
tion.
